The  height  of  the  District  varies  from  100  to  185  feet  above 
sea  level.  The  sub-soil  consists  chiefly  of  Oxford  Clay,  but  over  a 
portion  of  the  western  area  of  the  town  it  is  of  Cornbrash  Limestone. 

The  natural  drainage  is  into  a  stream  known  as  the  River  Biss, 
which  flows  into  the  River  Avon  at  a  point  about  a  mile-and-a-half 
from  the  extreme  Northern  boundary  of  the  town. 

The  main  industries  carried  on  in  the  town  are  Engineering, 
Brewing,  Iron  Foundry,  Mattress  and  Brush  Factory,  Dairy 
Companies,  Bacon  Curing  and  Cloth  Weaving.

NOTES  ON  VITAE  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  appears  on  first 
sight  to  be  very  high,  but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  almost  all 
of  these  have  occurred  amongst  the  age  groups  70-80  and  80-90 
years,  as  in  previous  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  21  lower  than  last  year,  and  the  births 
outnumber  the  deaths  this  year  by  2. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. — No  change. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. — No  change. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. — There  is  one  Nurse  working 
under  the  Focal  Nursing  Association. 

(a)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  —  All  the  County 
Council  Clinics  (School,  Child  Welfare,  and  Treatment  Centres)  for 
the  district  are  held  at  the  old  Cottage  Hospital,  The  Halve. 

(e)  Hospitals. — The  local  District  (General)  Hospital  has 
extended  its  wards,  and  is  building  an  extension  to  the  Nurses’ 
Home.  It  now  has  52  beds — 12  Male,  12  Female,  13  Midwifery, 
5  Private  Rooms,  8  Cots,  and  2  Out-patient  beds. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

This  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  A  sample  was 
taken  in  July,  1937,  and  sent  to  the  Eastern  Counties  Laboratory 
(Drs.  Beale  and  Suckley).  The  report  was  highly  satisfactory. 

2.  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  report  from  the  County  Public  Health  Department  on 
analysis  of  the  final  effluent  is  “  that  the  works  are  well  kept,  .  .  . 
but  that  the  effluent  is  not  up  to  the  required  standard.”  I  have 
inspected  the  works  since  then,  and  the  effluent  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  in  colour  and  odour. 

4.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  River  as  it  passes 
through  the  town  by  the  Officers  concerned. 

5.  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Conservancy  system  is  practically  non-existant  in  the 
Urban  District. 
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Public  Cleansing. — Owing  to  the  number  of  new  houses  on  the 
outer  portions  of  the  town,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  augment 
the  regular  refuse  collecting  lorry  by  a  second  one,  at  various  times. 
It  is  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  (and  under  the  supervision)  of 
the  Surveyor. 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. — See  latter  part  of  this  Report, 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  has  been  required. 

6.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

All  preliminary  plans,  etc.,  for  the  Swimming  Bath  were  com¬ 
pleted,  and  on  7th  September,  1937,  an  Inquiry  was  held  by^  an 
Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Approval  was  received 
for  the  scheme,  and  it  was  intended  that  the  work  should  be  begun 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1938. 

The  existing  Bathing  Pool  has  been  improved. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.— See  latter  part  of  this  Report. 

Schools. — No  change. 

Housing.— See  latter  part  of  this  Report. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. — See  Report  of  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  town  has  been  free  from  any  serious  infectious  diseases 
except  for  a  strange  small  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year. 

There  having  been  no  cases  for  many  months,  no  doctor  was 
called  in  to  the  first  case  till  the  child  was  almost  moribund.  She 
died  in  hospital  within  a  very  few  hours  after  her  instant  removal 
there.  For  the  next  week  or  two  very  mild  cases  were  admitted, 
until  again  a  doctor  was  called  to  the  house  of  a  very  delicate  child, 
who  was  then  too  ill  to  be  moved,  and  who  died  very  shortly  after¬ 
wards.  All  this  time  the  schools  involved  had  been  inspected 
daily  by  the  School  Nurse  through  the  co-operation  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  myself,  and  a  nasal  case  was  found.  There 
was  no  indication  where  the  original  infection  had  come  from. 
Both  the  children  who  died  had  been  of  very  poor  constitution, 
and  none  of  the  other  cases  showed  any  ill  results  of  any  kind. 

A  start  was  made  with  Schick  Testing  and  Innoculation  and 
a  reasonable  number  of  acceptances  were  received,  just  before  the 
end  of  the  Christmas  term.

To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Trowbridge  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Genteemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Seventeenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  performed  in  my  Department  during  the  Year  1937. 

Details  regarding  the  progress  made,  and  statistics  relating  to 
various  branches  of  the  work  are  given  in  the  pages  which  follow. 

Slum  Clearance  has  engaged  the  attention  of  my  Department 
as  in  former  years,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  considerable 
progress  has  now  been  made  in  eliminating  some  of  the  "  Black 
Spots  ”  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  former  Reports. 

The  task  has  not  been  easy,  but  I  have  been  fortified  in  that 
task  by  the  constant  endeavours  of  an  exemplary  manner  in  which 
the  Council  have  dealt  with  this  grave  and  difficult  problem, 
and  further  by  the  knowledge  that  hundreds  of  our  fellow  Towns¬ 
folk — who  formerly  resided  in  houses  that  can  be  rightly  described 
as  “  Hovels  ” — are  now  enjoying  the  amenities  of  decent  homes 
amid  fresh  air  and  sunshine  by  the  enthusiasm  displayed  in  their 
behalf  by  their  representatives — the  Council. 

A  slogan  "  Halt  with  Slum  Clearance/'  has  been  recently 
introduced,  but  surety  that  is  a  retrograde  step  and  will  receive 
the  consideration  it  deserves.  A  halt  cannot  be  made  until  the 
slum  house  has  been  eradicated  ;  all  public  expenditure  on  good 
housing  is  money  well  spent. 

Thirty-four  Clearance  Areas  have  now  been  dealt  with  by 
the  Council,  involving  389  properties,  364  of  which  have  been 
confirmed  for  demolition  and  occupied  by  1,356  persons. 

Seven  houses  included  in  these  Areas  have  been  closed  ;  these 
were  occupied  by  27  persons. 

Seven  houses  and  Eleven  other  buildings — a  total  of  18 — were 
excluded  from  the  Confirmation  Orders  absolutely. 

Besides  these,  15  individual  Unfit  Houses  have  been  ordered 
to  be  demolished,  occupied  by  29  persons. 

Five  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  in  respect  of  parts  of 
buildings  occupied  by  18  persons, 


Undertakings  have  been  accepted  in  respect  of  two  houses 
not  to  use  same  for  human  habitation,  occupied  by  nine  persons. 


Undertakings  have  also  been  accepted  in  two  instances  to 
render  houses  fit  for  human  habitation  by  conversion  of  two  houses 
into  one,  necessitating  the  displacement  of  two  families  involving 
five  persons.

HOUSING  SURVEY — "  PERMITTED  NUMBER.” 

In  conformity  with  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  a  systematic 
survey  of  certain  houses  in  the  Town  was  continued  during  the 
year  in  order  to  ascertain  the  "  permitted  number  "  of  persons 
allowed  to  occupy  these  houses.  As  will  be  readily  appreciated, 
this  entailed  an  enormous  amount  of  extra  work,  and  two  men 
were  temporarily  engaged  to  assist. 

This  survey  covered  a  period  of  approximately  six  months — 
from  the  5th  October,  1936,  to  24th  April,  1937.  I  would  prefer 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  this  difficult 
work  was  performed  and  the  ready  help  and  willing  co-operation 
manifested  by  the  public  in  general  to  the  staff  of  my  department.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District  is  eight— two 
Licensed  and  six  Registered.  These  have  been  visited  periodically 
during  the  year. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  during  the 
year  for  depositing  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for 
sale  certain  meat,  to  wit,  the  head  of  a  pig  which  was  diseased  with 
Tuberculosis,  and  unfit  for  the  food  of  man.  For  some  reason 
which  the  Magistrates  did  not  disclose,  the  case  was  dismissed. 
The  Magistrates  were  asked  to  state  a  case  for  the  opinion  of  the 
High  Court  ;  the  case  was  not,  however,  stated,  and  after  further 
consideration  by  the  Council  no  further  action  was  taken.

17  cwts.  0  qrs.  21  f  lbs.  of  Meat  and  other  Foods  were  destroyed 
during  the  year.  This  amount  is  1  ton  12  cwts.  3  qrs.  14  lbs.  less 
than  that  destroyed  during  the  year  1936. 

Tubercular  Meat  accounted  for  41  tons  19  cwts.  2  qrs.  9  lbs., 
this  being  8  cwts.  1  qr.  84  lbs.  less  than  the  weight  of  Meat  destroyed 
for  this  disease  during  the  previous  year.

After  the  Inquiry,  the  Inspector,  together 
with  owners,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  inspected 
every  property  comprised  in  the  7  Clearance  Areas,  and  every 
consideration  was  given  by  him  to  all  points  raised  by  owners. 
Confirmation  Orders  (without  modification)  in  respect  of  these 
7  Clearance  Orders,  were  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the 
24th  December,  1937.  The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  con¬ 
firmed  for  demolition  was  72.  Notice  of  Confirmation  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  one  of  the  newspapers  circulating  in  the  District,  and  all 
persons  who  appeared  at  the  Public  Focal  Inquiry  in  support  of

their  objections  were  served  with  the  necessary  Notices.  No 
appeals  were  made  against  the  validity  of  the  Confirmation  Orders, 
and  they,  became  operative  six  weeks  from  the  date  of  publication, 
and  all  persons  concerned  with  properties  in  the  areas  were  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  Confirmation  Orders. 

The  whole  of  the  124  houses  erected  on  the  Eongheld  Housing 
Estate  were  tenanted  during  1937.  A  further  90  houses  are  now 
in  course  of  erection  on  this  Estate.

Mr.  R.  L.  Apperley  (Assistant  Inspector)  secured  the  post  of 
Assistant  Sanitaty  Inspector  under  the  Bristol  Corporation,  and 
resigned  during  the  month  of  March.  The  Council  decided  to 
appoint  a  permanent  Assistant,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  during 
the  month  of  June  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  B.  E.  Parker,  who 
has  proved  himself  to  be  in  every  way  a  very  loyal  and  painstaking 
colleague. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS,  AND  RE-HOUSING. 

The  work  of  disinfesting  furniture  and  other  items  was  con¬ 
tinued  by  the  Local  Authority  in  the  hut  provided  on  the  Long- 
held  Housing  Estate,  no  contractor  being  employed.  In  order 
to  ensure  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  entering  new  houses  were 
free  from  vermin,  all  furniture  and  other  articles  were  thoroughly 
sprayed  with  a  suitable  insecticide.  Iron  bedsteads  and  spring 
mattresses  were  flamed  with  a  blow-lamp.  Two  men  were  engaged 
temporarily  for  this  purpose,  who  worked  under  my  supervision. 

The  total  number  of  families  re-housed  by  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  year  was  128,  and  the  total  number  of  persons  re-housed 
was  476.  No  action  was  taken  to  deal  with  any  Council  houses 
or  other  houses  for  the  eradication  of  the  bed  bug  during  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work  connected  with  Slum  Clearance 
and  Meat  Inspection,  no  systematic  inspection  of  the  Shops  in  the 
District  was  possible  during  the  year. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  directly  by  the 
Council.  The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a  spare  portion  of  land  at  the 
Sewage  Works. 

Mechanically-propelled  vehicles  are  in  use,  which  are  provided 
with  dust-proof  canvas  covers.  This  work  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Surveyor,  and  the  method  of  disposal  is  known  as  indis¬ 
criminate  tipping. 

Mr.  Mitchell  was  employed  to  deal  with  the  Rat  menace  at 
the  tip,  and  his  work  proved  very  successful. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Two  Registers  are  kept  which  give  details  concerning  the 
number  of  Cowkeepers  and  Wholesale  and  Retail  Purveyors  of 
Milk  in  the  District.  An  endeavour  has  been  made  to  inspect 
as  many  of  these  premises  as  was  possible  during  the  year.  These

Authority  and  kept  in  excellent  condition.
